2.  (U)  Reference  Paragraph  3,  lot  Indorsement;  The  MTOE  waa 
returned  to  nSAUV  on  17  November  for  preparation  of  Section  III,  Equipment. 

3.  (C)  Reference  Paragraph  6b,  Section  I: 

a.  The  unsa^'isfactory  operation  of  the  Army  atandardized  air 
cooled  generator  for  counterinsurgency  was  reported  to  this  headquarters 
by  Pacific  Mobility  Service  Office  (PMSO).  Chief,  PMSO,  advised  this 
headquarters  and  USARV  that  the  failure  was  due  to  the  requirements  for  .-t 
reducing  the  noise  level  and  that  the  generators  were  either  sand  § 

bagged  or  placed  In  buried  CONEX  boxes.  In  either  case,  insufficient 
cooling  is  suspected  or  the  contributing  cause  of  failure  and  similar 
operating  conditions  will  lead  to  early  foilura  of  the  liquid  cooled 
engines. 
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b.  Since  the  air  cooled  generator  is  the  standard  generator 
in  the  Array  supply  system  for  lOCW  and  below,  ordering  from  the  Air 
Force  was  necessary  to  obtain  the  liquid  cooled  models.

During  the  reporting  period  Viet  Cong  forces  did  not  initiate  large 
scale  assaults  against  any  Special  Forces  oamps,  hut  numerous  probes  were 
launched  against  Forward  Operating  Bases.  Rapid  recMtlon  by  flareshlps,  FACf 
and  airstrikee  were  decisive  footers  in  our  favor  in  most  oases.  The  Viet 
Cong  have  shown  groat  reluctance  to  boccmie  decisively  engaged,  Heavy  losses 
have  been  Inflicted  on  Viet  Cong  loglstioal  bases.  Tons  of  r'  ,  dicai 
oupplioS.  zpms  and  aissunltlcn  bOTS  been  captured  and  deetro^  .  dur  v  the 
last  ninety  days.  These  losses,  ooupled  with  the  flexible  reao  capability 
of  airmobile  UB  forces,  have  prevented  the  Viet  Cclg  from  massing  largo  units. 
CIDG  forces  are  cooperating  with  OTHAP  forces  in  1 ,  II,  and  III  Corpa  They 
provide  blooldLog  forces,  screen  the  flanks  of  ^MAF  units,  and  obtain  in- 
telllgenoo  through  the  technique  of  saturation  pati'oUlng*  Ihs  platoon  size 
patrol  has  proven  to  be  the  most  effeotlve  size  unJ^  for  medium  and  long  range 
operations  in  search  of  the  Viet  Coag,  'Though  ocmp'ny  size  operations  arc 
e^'ootiv*  when  the  VC  position  is  knowfi^'^^  vdien  operating  in  conjunction 
with  PWtAP  unite,  the  platoon  provilesl^^^anoed  cajpabillty  for  reconnaissance 
and  oomhat  if  neoeesary.  CIDG  forces  oV'W-nod  a  favvrable  kill  ratio  and  a 
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weapons  loeo  ratio  durin;'  thio  reporting  period.  Throe  AH/PrS-5 
radar  seta,  with  operatora,  were  deployed  to  camps  Dak  Pek  and  Due  Co  in 
II  Corps,  and  Camp  Cal  Cai  in  IV  Corps.  Excellent  results  were  recorded 
from  the  sot  at  Cai  CAl.  large  troop  movements  were  monitored  in  Cambodia, 
and  oovoral  squad  size  probes  oroxaid  tho  perimeter  of  the  oan^)  were  dotooted 
prematuroly.  Dotaohment  B_52  (Project  Delta)  was  heavily  ooomitted  In  sup¬ 
port  of  US  units  during  tho  loot  90  days.  In  addition  to  operational  com¬ 
mit  tments,  Long  Range  Hocon  Patrol  training  wan  conducted  for  members  of  tho 
let  Air  Cavalry  Division,  the  3d  Brigage,  25th  Infantry  Division,  the  173d 
Airborne  Brig  <'.0,  and  the  lot  Brigade,  lOlst  Abn  Division.  The  first  CIBG 
onap  to  be  opened  inside  a  War  Zone  was  Camp  Trai  B1  in  III  Corps,  located 
10  Ion  inside  War  Zone  ”0'',  this  comp  has  made  numerous  oontaots  with  the 
Viot  Cong.  The  camp  was  subjected  to  an  artillery  (TOmm  Pack  Howitzer)  aixd 
ir.ortar  barrage  on  23  July.  Damage  was  not  oxtenslvo  and  casualties  were 
light.  Tho  VC  did  not  follow  up  tho  shelling  with  an  assault.  Intelligence 
reports  Indicate  a  significant  VC  force  in  the  ceap^s  TAOR. 

2.  Intelligence. 

a.  In  order  to  improve  the  intelligence  response  at  CTZ  level,  5th 
Special  Forces  Group  intends  to  ougaent  each  C  Detriment  with  an  Information 
Analysis  Center.  The  Information  Analysis  Center  (XAC)  is  a  functional  in¬ 
telligence  organization 'within  tho  S2  section  of  an  operational  C  Detachment. 

It  is  formed  to  receive,  process,  analyze  and  exploit  information  which  is 
available  at  the  C  Detachment  level,  with  the  spoolflo  purpose  of  returning 
tho  information  in  usable  form  to  tho  subordinate  B  and  A  Detaohments.  The 
lAC  reooivco  information  from  severeJ.  sorircoB.  Tho  primary  source  is  pro¬ 
vided  by  subordinate  units,  to  Inoludo  USSP/LIUB  A  and  B  Detachments  in  the 
field.  Secondary  sources  are  adjacent  and  hi^er  headquarters,  to  include 

US  advised  RVIT  units,  Proo  World  Military  Forces,  'special  military  intelligence 
collection  agencies,  as  well  as  this  headquajrtor s .  The  150  will  emphasize 
three  types  of  intolllgenoo  in  support  of  the  C  Detachments*  mission;  Combat 
Intelligence,  Counterintelligence,  Internal  Intelligence. 

b.  On  10  July,  it  wt'  determined  that  a  need  for  closer  ooordinatlon 
botwoen  elements  of  tho  Group  »j-2  and  S-3  Sections  was  needed.  To  this  end. 
Order  of  Battle  Specialists  from  each  CTZ  ^vere  married  up  with  Area  Study 
'ICO's  of  respective  CTZ’ 3  to  form  Area  Specialist  Teams.  The  new  system  has 
provided  for  a  closer  integration  of  operations  and  Intelligtece,  with  an 
added  benefit  of  more  rapid  reaction  to  Inoomlng  infomation. 

3.  Operations  and  Traiid.ng. 

Q,  CIDG  Program;  The  paoifloev.on  of  tho  areas  around 'camps  Buon 
Ea  Yang  and  Plel  Do  Lin  in  II  Corps,  ant  "^amp  .\n  Thu  in  TV  Oorps,  and  Camp 
txi  Phu  In  rv  Corps  has  progressed  to  the  poln';  that  conversion  is  imminent. 
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The  echeduled  date  for  conversion  to  Regional  Porce'iud.ts  is  1  August*  Total 
CIIXI  troop  strength  at  the  end  of  this  period  la  33,457*.  There  are  57  CIDG 
coapa  presently  situated  throughout  the  Republic  of  Viet  Nam*  Within  the 
post  three  months  CIDG  tuiits  conducted  in  excess  of  11,000  ambushes,  Including 
oenreh  and  destroy  operatlono  ojid  rtiids  on  fixed  VC  Installations.  Heaviest 
dnaago  was  inflicted  on  Viet  Cong  logistical  cache  locations.  CIDG  ijiitiated 
offensivo  operations  resulted  in  620  contacts. 


b.  Training: 

(1)  During  the  three  months  reporting  period  624  students 
graduated  from  courses  presented  at  the  Dong  Da  Thin  Training  Center.  393 
students  are  presently  enrolled  in  either  CIDG  or  LLDB  courses. 

(2)  LLDB  Class  jjf  6,  vdilch  started  dxurlng  the  previous  quarter, 
graduated  15  Officers  and  09  Enlisted  Men  on  24  May  1966.  Class  #  7  began 
on  30  May  vrLth  25  Officers  and  94  NCO'o/EM,  Tho  basic  course  v»as  completed 
on  16  July  and  specialized  training  is  still  in  progress  with  the  following 
breakdown:

Efforts  hnvo  been  focub-od 
on  achievii’^  progi'am  continuity  by  assignment  of  trained  CA/PSYOP  Officer 
and  NCO  3  do\m  through  '»A"  Detachment  lovel  insofar  as  posslbis.  In  each 
fiuiitioml  area,  primary  emphasis  is  directed  at  self-help  pro'jects,  'use 
of  locally-procured  building  materials  wherever  practicable,  aiid  dovelop- 
Qt  .10  of  individual  initiative  among  the  p.opulace  of  operationf^.  areas

b.  Substantial  progress  has  been  realized  in  the  development 
:f  planned  CA/PSYOP  Progrrmis  wi+hin  each  detachment  tactical  er-ea  of 
L'esponsibility,  In  coordination  iidth  LLDB  countorparparts,  VIS^  USAID, 
JUSPAO,  plus  representatives  from  any  other  Interested  agencies,  USASP 
CA/PSYOP  personnel  liavo  conducted  surveys  to  determine  local' needs.  Upon 
completion,  these  surveys  are  in-voluable  for  annual  planning,  pi'ogramr-'ing 
.rind  budgeting.  Detachment  surveys  and  programs  are  eatablished  for  two 
successive  six-^nonth  periods.  They  arc  up-dated  periodically  to  insure 
that  all  plans  and  projects  are  maintained  current. 


c.  During  the  three  month  reporting  period  ending  31  July  1966, 
5,091  ol'vlo  action  projects  designed  to  gain  the  support  of  the  local 
civilians  and  to  expand  GVIT  area  of  control  were  ccDpleted  in  Special 
Porcoo  operational  areas.  Included  in  this  figure  are  the  cons'fcruction  ■ 
and/or  repair  of:  89  schodls,  54  dispensaries,  13  hospitals,  72  bridges, 
51  latrines,  15  fish  ponds,  107  wells,  87  dwellings, 'and' 55  VIS  .ijif oxma- 
tlon  booths.  Other  projects  included  provision  of  2,853,808  pounds  of 
food  for  over  72,000  refugees '  vdiich  are  located  in  dotaebanent  operational 
areas.  USASP  and  VilSP  Medics,  and  Special  Forces  trained  Village  Health 
Workers  treated  364,500  patients  in  camp  dispensaries  wKao  conduct¬ 
ing  1,155  CA  medical  patrols. 


d.  The  ClDG  Motivation  and  Indoc trinr.tlon  Team  und'pr  the  ad'vlsor— 
snip  of  nine  USASP  ad'vi.sors  has  been  expanded  iron  12  cadre  to  55  cadre. 
Organized  into  12  five  nan  -.uiits,  it  is  now  capable  of  training  680  men 
per  month.  During  this  three  month  top^'ating  period,  l,0fj©  CIDG  and  216 
PP  soldiers  received  raotivstional  training  from  BIIP  Teams,  i  ; 


e.  In  order  to  increase  protein  conttn!;  of  the  Vietnamese  daily 
diet,  numerous  long  range  agi'icul'fcurc  projects  htvo  been  initiated  dvrli'ig 
this  reporting  period.  They  include  animal  busts adry,  faniily' gardens, 
experimental  forms,  and  fish  pond  cons'tructioiv^s /ccklnf;;  In  anlnuil  hus¬ 
bandry  prime  breeding  cows,  bulls,  hjgo,  goats,  ic-il'try,  curid  rabbits  have 
been  purchased  and  issued  to  •various  o  )erational  lebachments  for  bresw^'liig 
purposes.  Selected  families  feed  and  care  for  'ths  female  finimsils 'until 
the  young  are  born  and  weaned.  At  thi  time  the  'imily  is  given  several 
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or  tho  offspring  luid  c/ic  aduD.t  female,  is  paa^Jed  on  to  another  family* 

Two  850  GQg  inoubatova  were  also  p^irctumcd.  They  are  being  \ised  as  a 
pilot  project  to  dotermino  foaaability  of  hatchery  production  at  the 
"A"  Detachment  level.  Thirteen  "A"  DetacJimento  have  constructed  fish 
ponds  which  arc  managed  by  CIDO  or  local  cslvUians  trained  at  USASP/71JS? 
Fishery  School  in  Nha  Trang, 


f.  Motivation  and  indoctrination  of  the  ClDG  remains  one  of  the 
primary  tasks  for  all  persons  advising  the  C1^>G,  a  new  program  to  cora- 
plcnent  the  MIP  and  the  troop  indoctrination  and  education  program  has 
boe?i  inscituted.  This  program  has  received  additional  emphasis  because 
the  CIDG  ere  the  moot  valuable  assets  of  the  CIDG  program*  Overall  ef¬ 
fectiveness  of  comp  operations  and  tho  very  surviv^  of  the  USASP  per¬ 
sonnel  often  depend  on  effectiveness  of  C33)G.  Through  the  use  of  power¬ 
ful  public  address  systems  and  tape  recorders,  selected  daily  propaganda 
ncssagos  are  delivered,  interspersed  with  appropriate  music  appealing 

to  emotions  and  attitudes  of  strllce  force  members.  The  objective  here 
if,  to  develop  and  solidify  tho  loyalty,  dependability,  and  fighting 
spirit  of  these  personnal.  In  turn,  the  CIDG  soldier  is  made  aware  of 
h.is  role  in  this  war,  the  advantages  of  lii.s  position,  GVII  objectives, 
and  VC/irVA  activities.

g,  G-5  at  SPOB  Kha  Trang, '  has  published  a  PSYOP  Guide  for  oper- 
atioiial  "A"  Detachments,  The  guide,  part  of  a  luuidbook  covering  a  wide 
variety  of  subjects  pertinent  to  operations  at  tho  "A”  Detachment  level 
provides  information  for  ijuncdiato  implementation  and  emphasized  opex-a- 
tionivL  acpccts  of  PSYOP.  it  is  expected  that  tho  PSYOP  Guide  v/111  be  of 
rpreat  assistance  to  those  CA/PSYOP  personnel  who  have  already  had  expor- 
ienco  at  the  "A"  Detae'imont  level. 


h.  Recent  reports  reflect  tho  valuable  contributions  being 
made  by  the  PSYOP  companies  tliroughout  the  four  Corps  in  their  support  of 
Special  Forces  Operations.  The  May  and  June  CA/PSYOP  Monthly  Evaluation 
Reports  stress  the  contributions  of  those  companies.  In' the  recently 
publ-Shed  CA/PSYOP  Guide  for  Operational  "A”  Detachments,  CA/PSYOP  per¬ 
sonnel  are  urged  to  consult  those  PSYOP  Companios  for  ad-vlce  and  support. 

i.  Ta..  recorders  and  loudspoaJ-.e.rs  have  been  distributed  to 
most  of  the  "A"  'otachments  as  of  this  dito.  Recorders  and  loudspealcers 
for  the  remaining  detachments  are  currci  tly  in  supply  channels  and  dis¬ 
tribution  will  be  completed  in  the  ncx':  tv/o  weo]t  j .  These  units  will  be 
Invaliiablo  in  support  of  laoal  PSYOP  Jj'.  grams,  Tlicy  are  light^veight , 
portable,  and  possess  the  capability  fer  voiilcuVi’  mount.  Their  many 
uoeu  include:  'rallios,  news  broadoestt.  propngoriti  speeches,  indoctrin¬ 
ation  neserges,  a:id  support  of  the  CXD,'-  gamp  Comn  eiders  Infonnation 
Program.  Tapes  of  appropriate  music  *1:  vc  also  be>  i  ■.  disseminated  to  be 
uQcd  In  conjunction  v/ith  the  above  oper '.tioiis. 
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j.  For  the  three  month  TCVtttlr/:  pctrlody  statistics  reveal  the 
following:  j24,85l725CLlo^leta_di83(iiimtcd^  1298  PSYOP  rallies  conducted, 
391  airtorne  loudspealcer  mLasions  c'onductcdl^  and  682  Chiev.

k.  Inolosiircs  7  end  8  provide  typical  examples  of  CA  and  PSYOP 
projects  conducted  during  this  reporting  period. 


5.  Peroon-'ol  Administrative  Activities, 

a.  The only  significant  departure  from  previous  personnel  reports 
’lathe  fact  timt  TBY  Detnehments  are  no  longer  attached  to  the  5th  SPCA  for 
a  six  month  period.

6,  Logistical  Activities, 
a.  General: 

(1)  During  the  period  1  Ifay  to  3I  July  I966  the  Log-istical 

Support  Center  of  the  Special  Forces  Operational  Dose  in  Hha  Trang  con¬ 
tinued  to  provide  overall  logistical  support  including  supply,  neiintenfmce, 
novenents,  food  service  and  construction  to  the  Special  Forcas  operational 
detachments  and  the  Civilian  Iirregular  Defense  Group  spread  througiput  the

During  the  2d  Quarter  of  1966  the  Air  Hovenent  Swtlon  of  LSC  moved 
2y,i  nore  supplies,  exs-otly  2,641  tons,  than  during  the  1st  quarter,  Hote- 
\;crtli>  ;/as  the  anount  of  supplies  moved  during  the  month  of  Hay  which  totaled 
over  10  million  pinmds  of  all  classes  of  8\;q>plies.  This  was  the  first  tinw 
that  the  LSC  has  Issued  and  moved  over  10  million  pounds  of  supplies  in  one 
month. 

This  achievement  Is  due  in  part  to  a  transportation  system  never  before 
used  by  this  gro\;q>,  namely  Sealift.  This  section  moved  approximately  889 
of  supplies,  to  C-1  Da  Kong  and  C-4  Con  Tho  by  LST,  Tide  sj'sten  proved  very 
oftectivo  for  everyone  concerned  for  the  folloTdng  reasons: 

(1)  ‘i'he  LSTs  V7  ;re  easily  obtained  through  the  Traffic  Managenant  f-gency, 

T.A, 

(2)  Each  LST  ms  capable  of  hauling  several  million  pounds  of  supplies 
at  one  tine. 

(3)  Bulk  supplies  frora  I.SC  area  were  easily  transported  to  the  ship 
with  a  minimum  of  preparation,  ii.  coi;4'£>ri8on  to  the  preparation  necessary  for 
airlift.  Once  the  supplies  arrived  at  the  beach,  the  Alaskan  Barge  Conp:::iy. 
took  on  the  responsibility  of  loading  the  LST,  They  were  capable  of  loading/ 
off  loading  JOO  tons  of  svtpplies  daily, 

(4)  Upon  arrival  of  the  LST  at  Coii  Tho,  the  supplies  were  off-loaded  by 
rji  Amy  Transportation  Co( Stevedore)  and  trrrisported  by  then  to  the  C-4  loca¬ 
tion.  The  C-4  supply  person  ^61  had  only  to  off-load  the  supplies  from  this 
co'^jttny'o  trucks.  At  Da  Nang,  port  peruo.uael  off-loaded  the  LST  and  loaded 
C-1's  trucks.  Doth  Sealift  operations  took  botv/oen  4  to  5  days  to  conplcto 
and  ::cre  oooptqilidhed  in  a  very  smooth  and  efficient  manner  by  all  oonoemod, 
'ihe  Sealift  system  is  n<bw  considered  at  integrated  part  of  the  LSC  novemenf 
plan  ond  trill  bo  utilizod  whenever  buU:  supply  3:eq\d.renent8  warrant  its  use, 
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b,  Logiatioal  Aircraft  Support: 

(1)  C-123  Aircraft  -  the  group  continued  to  rooeiv©  q  Blnlnun  of 
three  C-1233  in  direct  support  or.  o  daily  basis  during  tba  quarter.  There 

an  avernje  of  3  sortioo  per  ■aircraft  daily tlius,  the  I5C  could  ooimt  on 
iioving  approxiuatoly  90»0t')0  ibo  of  supplies  per  day  by  C-123.  However,  dur¬ 
ing  the  la  Her  part  oj  June  an  increased  anoiuit  of  aircraft  oaintananoe  r  - 
suited  in  a  2Q^cfncellation  of  sc.ieduled  mio.'sions.  Once  a  direct  B(jppor 
aircraft  :iOes  donn  for  aeintoncnce,  there  is  vori''  little  chance  of  a  substi¬ 
tute  being  piDvid-d  by  the  Air  Pcrco. 

(2)  C-130  Aircraft  -  as  outlined  in  the  previous  quarterly  report, 
thosa  aircraft  co.ittnue  to  uako  a  tKffiendotiS  difference  in  tho  logistical 
.airlift  capabilities  of  the  LSC.  During  liie  first  t\;o  quarters  of  19^6, 
those  -'.ircraft  In'.ve  averaged  over  3  million  poimda  of  supplies  novod  tio.ithly. 
’h  ■  C-13O3  have  been  uded  piedominantly  to  novo  supplies  in  bulk  to  Dotf.ch- 
nontf  C-1  and  C-4.  At  these  locations  the  bull:  supplies  are  broken  do^ai  -ind 
Liove.'  by  smaller  aircraft,  i.e.  C-123  and  CV2Ii,  to  the''A"  Campsites. 

(3)  CV2B  Aircraft  -  each  of  tho  "C”  Detachments  continues  to  ic-- 
coivo  r.t  least  one  CV2B  Caribou  in  direct  suyort  on  a  daily  basis.  Tliese 
aircraft  provide  the  necessary  airlift  support  to  oamps  rith  short,  unim¬ 
proved  .airstrips.  Hero  at  ilie  LSC,  four  CV238  continue  to  provide  daily 
Aupriort  to  "A"  Camps  xrithin  II  and  III  Corps.  TIioso  4  direct  support  air¬ 
craft  averaged  over  million  poimds  per  month  during  the  quarter.  These 

■  ircraft  iitovide  the  group  commander  and  the  LSC  rith  a  flexible  airlift 
capabili-fy,  rwady  to  react  to  rapidly  changing  needs. 

(4)  Lessons  Learned  -  Utilization  of  Loglstioal  Aircraft  -  tho 
increased  logistical  sujr^ort  of  the  group  country-ride,  has  dictated  to  a 
grerter  need  of  C-1 30  support.  This  increase^  4?/'^  more  supplies  airlifted 
to  o\ir  detachmoits  duriiig  the  2d  half  of  Tl  66,  has  verified  the  requirement 
for  decentralisation  at  the  "CV  Detachment  level.  There,  the  supplies  arc 
broken  down  for  i.sr.ue  to  the  "A"  and  "B"  detaohnaits  and  airlifted  by  C-123:; 
:iicl  CVZ.:s,  In  essence,  this  system  typifies  tie  forward  supply  point  con- 
coyt  normally  vitilized  ^dthin  a  field  arcy  area  by  -ttie  Army  Division  located 
there.  During  the  last  fr.ro  quarters  of  Fj'  66,  the  iitilization  of  C-I30  air¬ 
craft  in  support  of  the  Special  FoiOes  logistical  program,  and  in  particular 
the  deoentralizntion  prograj,  has  proved  to  be  rapid,  continuous  end  a  voay 
efriciont  method  of  getting  all  clas.ses  of  supplies  to  the  lowest  eohelon

0,  Airdrop  capabilities- 

•fhe  ail-drop  method  of  resuppl  •  under  normal  operating  conditions 
a'-ounted  to  approxlnatelj'’  7»1;>  of  all  deliveries  made  to  tho  group's 
o?rins  coiritry-rido  during  tho  2d  Iialf  of  PY  66,  This  figure  clearly  indi¬ 
cates  f.mt  the  group's  airdrop  ccpabilll^-  can  still  be  oonsidured  a  nori'.'.l 
means  of  resupplying  our  oampo.  Presently,  no  "stafadord"  any  airdrop  vu>- 
thod  ic  employed  by  the  group  because  tho  m jori  tt.'  of  airdrops  are  made  fro:.: 
tie  t.  ilgate  of  the  C-123  aircraft.  The  airdrop  method  enqployed  by  the 
gToup  is  a  tactical  method  developed  in  Violnam  for  use  with  the  C-123  air¬ 
craft,  Under  this  method  clustered  0-1 3  parachutes  were  used  on  loads 
weighing  up- to  1500  powido.  The  nur.iboi  of  parachutes  used  on  each  load  w-s 
b-atdon  the  50O  lbs  cargo  carrying  capability  of  ttxe  0-1 3  (15OO  lbs  load  re¬ 
quired  3  0-1 3  parachute  clun-tered).  This  mettiod  has  proved  to  be  effective 
and  econoLiical  as  well  as  veiy  accurate  with  a  low  malfunction  rate. 
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In  April  t'-.e  rigger  platoon  began  using  the  T-7A  Cargo  parachute 
■..'r.ic!i  ’.;a3  issued  to  the  grou:,)  in  lieu  of  the  C-13,  At  tho  outset  sovorul 
di'cropnncies  arose  \/hilo  aiixlropving  loads  tluit  had  T-7A  parachutes 
clustered  on  then.  The lartteipal  diacrepenoy  v’a  the  fact  that  many  of  iho 
T-7-'.  canopies  wore  danaged  during  the  opening  shock,  £urid  approxjaa tely 
of  all  parachutes  nalfunctionod,  l.c,  Mac  '..'est  or  Streactors  du.-ring  tiicsc 
airdrops.  In  order  to  Mr.infcain  our  airCrco  capability  using  *-7A  esargo 
i-arachutec,  \7hich  have  the  aano  rated  esepa city  aa  the  G-IJ,  several  teat 
aij.U'opj  were  porforued  .'ftor  f»ovcral  adjustiaenta  vrere  ondo  to  Hie  parr.- 
chuto  aiul  loi  d.  Tho  test  drops  proved  concrettly  that  tho  T-7A  parachuvo 
could  bo  used  with  this  tactical  airdrop  method,  if  the  follov/ing  adjust- 
nonts  or  modifications  ’are  made. 

(1)  Uac  a  skirt  hcaita.tor  on  the  canopy  of  all  T-7A  oarge  chutes. 

This  heaitator  is  nothi..g  norc  that  a  tio  rriade  around  the  lover  skirt  of 
tho  canopy  using  30  Iba  cotton  tape.  This  tie  proventa  the  canopy  from 
opening  -./hiie  it  is  still  in  tlie  prop  blast  of  the  aircraft,  (it  dolays 
oper4ing  approximately  1  second).  It  also  enables  all  parachutes  that  ere 
clustered  to  open  simultaneously,  thus  reducing  the  canopy  damage  caused 
by  one  chute  opening  sooner  tlian  the  others,  ''hich  results  In  a  total  load 
opening  shock  on  the  one  canopy. 

(2)  The  cargo  carrying  capacity  of  the  T-7A  parachute  was  reduced 
from  500  lbs  to  400  lbs  per  chute  for  use  i/itliin  the  group.  Any  load 
iTci.d'ing  over  on  increment  of  400  lbs  requires  on  additional  T-7A,  thus,  a 
1000  I'os  load  no\.'  requires  3  T~7As  clustered. 

(3)  In  clustering  T-7A  cargo  chutes,  their  attachment  to  Hie  load 
mist  be  as  close  together  as  possible.  This  adjustment  reduces  tiie  pos¬ 
sibility  of  one  chute  opening  sooner  than  the  others. 

(4)  All  airdrop  loads  consisting  cf  fragile  items  or  easily  broken 
c.'utalnors,  i.e.  rloo  bags,  cement  bogs  or  bottles j  were  rigged  eith  a 
miidnua  of  one  layer  of  honeycoit).  This  honeyoot:ib,  and  disslpator,  ab¬ 
sorbs  up  to  7^  of  the  ground  impact  shock  felt  by  Hie  load.  It  is  es- 
tir'.ated  tliat  25^^  of  normal  breokege  caused  by  ground  iripaot  is  reduced  by 
tho  use  of  the  honeyconb  natorli'JL. 

(5)  Lessons  learned  in  Airdrop t 

The  tactical  airdrop  method  from  the  C-123  snd  CT2B  aircraft 
continues  to  be  normal  means  of  xesuiplylng  the  SF  oscqiB  countrywide. 

Airdrop  is  required  whore  no  airstrip  exist  or  where  an  airstrip  has  become 
unsafe  for  landing  due  to  weather  or  enecy  action.  It  is  also  Hie  normal 
or  planned  method  of  resupplying  any  Special  Forces  Campi  under  enety  at¬ 
tack,  therefore  its  operational  use  must  bo  guordnteed  at  all  times.  !)ur- 
ing  the  past  quarter  a  change  in  cargo  peraohutes  available  to  the  group 
(r-7A  foe  GI3)  tenporarly  reduced  the  operational  capability  of  the  aiiv- 
drop  nothod  of  reauj^ly.  iiowever,  byTOiiking  several  adjustments  (outlined 
above)  in  the  packing  of  the  T-7A  cargo  parachute  and  Hie  rigging  of  the 
airdrop  loads  within  the  group,  which  xrere  tested  on  abtu^il  airdrop  miss- 
ienu,  iho  airdrop  capability  of  the  group  iw  again  fhlly  operational. 

I’liO  airdrop  method  omployod  b.y  the  group  continues  to  allow  airdropping 
of  locvds  from  a  minimum  altitude  of  350  feet,  at  an  airspeed  of  130  knots,

1966  thm  31  July  1966.  It  is  limited  to  tho  Lai  Lien  Pour  Area  of  Lion 
Sbanh  District  and  the  progress  imide  in  the  fields  of  civil  affairs  and 
psyolujlogioal  operations. 

2.  Approach.  Tlie  initial  step  for  development  was  to  provide  ae- 
curHy.  Since  January  1966,  this  step  has  been  fairly  well  aocompllsbed. 
Starting  in  March,  a  aurvoy  of  ttie  civic  action  and  psyohologioal  opei&- 
tions  situation  v.u8  oonduoted;  Based  on  this  survey  of  basic  needs, 
desires  and  support  available,  a  logical  priority  of  projects  was  devel¬ 
oped. 

3.  Looeg  Covegipent.  Continued  progress  has  been  made  in  develop- 
Ing  a  sound  working  relationship  with  tho  Li  strict  Chief.  His  iinproved 
cooperation  has  been  very  helpful.  Village  and  hsmlet  offiolals  are 
taking  an  aotlve  part  in  the  dovelopoont  of  the  axoa.  Thore  has  been 
soioe  q[aeotion  as  to  the  offeotlveness  of  the  Politloal  Action  Teams 
assigned  to  the  Lai  Lien  villages.

4.  Conclusions! 

Operations  of  this  typo  can  be  tovaluablo  if  vrell  planned  and 
executed.  Using  the  combined  rosouroos  of  military  and  oi'/ilian  ogenoioa 
loads  to  increasingly  greater  cooperation  and  more  effective  troatraent. 
Even  greater  emphasis  should  be  placed  on  GVII  participation  in  future 
operations  of  this  type.

US  Aray  Special  Forces  camps  are  located  ia  five  of  the  provinoec 
of  1  CTZ.  Th^  are  situated  in  areas  of  limited  visibility  and  low  cloud 
cover,  The  adverse  weather  situation  worsens  d  jlnfi:  the  Autumnal  ilonsoor 
season,  and  the  campsites  are  suxToxinded  by  dense  jun^flc  grov/th  and  atoep 
uoiuitains.  Prior  to  the  employment  of  US  Forces  in  I  Corps  the  CIDG  for¬ 
ces  conducted  unilateral  operations  only.  In  most  cases  CIIXS  units  were 
the  only  povemment  influence  in  the  area, 

^During  the  ixist  year,  and  particularly  during^the  past  quarter,  VC 
infiltration  from  North  Vietnam  has  becoije  a  cause  for  concern.  To 
counter  the  potential  threat  this  buildup  pos  s  to  Special  Forces  canpc 
contingency  plans  i.r.ve  been  formulated  to  strengthen  their  dofonsivo 
posturo  and  enhance  their  operational  capability.  The  battle  of  A  Shau 
on  9-10  February  confirmed  the  necessity  for  flexible  support  capability 
for  camps  irninently  in  danger  of  or  actually  under  attack,  even  in  poor 
^/oatl'.or, 

.he  I  Corps  Senior  Advisor  (cG  III  ilAF)  and  detachment  commander, 

C-1  jointly  developed  a  responsive  system  for  relieving  camps  under  heavy 
pressure  from  Viet  Cong/irvA  forces.
